INSULL CLAIM S 
KIDNAPPING PLOT 


Fugitive Chicago Utility Mag­ 
nate Says Flan Afoot To 
Kidnap Him. 


Athens, Greece, Oct. 18 (AP).— 
Samuel Irisull, wanted in Chicago on 
charges of grand larceny and em ­ 
bezzlement in connection with the 
downfall of his utilities interests, 
called newspaper correspondents to­ 
gether Monday and informed them 
he had been warned, of a plot by 
Chicago authorities to kidnap him. 
The warning, he said, came to him 
in a telegram. He declared he con­ 
sidered the entire affair "absolutely 
preposterous" but explained that he 
could not afford to ignore it in his 
present situation. 
• 
Protection Promised 
At the American legation the kid­ 
nap story was characterized as ab­ 
surd, and assurances were given that 
the United States would take no im ­ 
proper action in dealing with the 
Insult case. 
Greek 
authorities, 
emphasizing 
that they were confident American 
officials would not stoop to gangster 
methods, affirmed that Mr. Insull 
would have full protection. 
C onfers With Attorney 
The Chicagoan told the Athens 
police of the plot warning. Subse­ 
quently he consulted with Arthur 
come to Athens to assist Christos 
Page, a London solicitor who has 
Ladas, Greek attorney, in handling 
his case. 
According to Mr. Insull's version 
of the conspiracy, the plan was to 
get him away from Athens to a 
country "more favorable’’ to the de­ 
signs of the kidnappers. The fact 
that the formalities in connection 
with the Greco-American extradi­ 
tion treaty have not been completed 
has hampered American attempts to 
get Mr. Insull back to Chicago.
